Thie good road* we have in 
Kentucky are the best possible 
argument for the good roads that 
we have not. If a man travel* 
over a good road and has to i innf 
back over a bad road, it hurts 
him every turn of the wheels. 

It is true it takes money to 
build good rf)ads, but you more 
than get your money back. If a 
man haa good land and no fences, 
it takes money to build the fen- 
ces, but he gets his money back, 
beoanse the fenoes protect the 
farm and make it worth as much 
more art the fenoaacoat. It costs 
money to build a suitable bam 
for a farmer who. knows what be 
needs, but he gets his money 
back in the use Vf the barn ; it 
costs money to build a suitable 
house to live in, but he gets his 
money back in the use of the 
houRp. So when it takes money 
to build a good road to a farm 
which is worth only MO an acre 
on a bad road, the farm becomes 
worth 160 to $80 an acre as soon 
as the good road feaches it, so he 
gets his money back in his land 
going up in value, and if he does 
not sail hi* land, he get* baok 
more than the interest on hi* 
money in the deoMased expense 
of getting what hit raises to aiar- 
kct over the good road inataad of 
over the bad road. 

Nobody can fnlly enjoy self- 
respect wIk) liv^ on a bad road 
any longer thnr; he can help. A 
bad road makes it hard for him 
to have bia pleasure in living ; 
hard to attend church and school 
and get back home again ; hard 
to haul his crop* to the place 
where they are to be sold or 
shipped ; bard for his friends to 
oomatoaeebim Mr for lum to go 



to see them. He won't travel It 
any more than he can help. No 
one will, and it puts all his life 
on a lower scale than it would be 
if he lived on a gooi road. I do 
not write for hermits, but for hu- 
man beings who believe that 
thes were made for living in 
communities and for naigbbors 
and friends. 

The good road* movement is 
not a lottery nor a speculation, 
but there is no lottery in which 
there is sneh certainty of draw- 
ini: a capital prize and no s])ecu- 
lation where the profit is half as 
great. There is no way to lose 
on a iiood road that i* pro|)erly 
placed. In some State* they niav 
build more good roads than it is 
necessary, but there is not any 
danger of this in Kentucky at 
at present. There are some parts 
of the Sfrte in which good roads 
could not be built without some 
State help. There is no move- 
ment for the State to pay the 
whole e.xpense of any road. Ma- 
uy States have good roads laws 
and give State help, but usually 
it is not more than a fifth of the 
cost, the balance being contrib- 
uted by the locality, and the 
roads are built under the su[.er- 
visioii «>f a State engineer, with 
the requirement that tbey shall 
be accordini; to State specifica- 
tions, which always provide for 
every substantial, properlygrad- 
ed and durable roads, and the lo- 
cation is made on a public basis 
instead of for private interests, 



ed at once, and there is always ii 
waiting list of commonitie* that 
need and wish help io building 
good roads. 

And it is greatly to the inter- 
est of counties that already liase 
good roads to vote for the amend- 
ment for the State to help eoun* 
ties which have not. Kvery good 
road add* to the number of cus- 
tomers, the ability of each to 
buy and the amount of travel in 
the State. £vsry good road helps 
to build up the whole State, and 
a reasonable expenditure, by rea- 
sonable assistance from the 
State, each year for twenty 
years, would cover the State with 
a net work of good roads which 
would double the value of all the 
property in this this State, quad- 
ruple its business and do a great 
deal to better the condition of 
everybody in the State—in every 
part of it. 

Many children exile themselves 
frpm the farm and the home be- 
cause the bad roads between the 
borne and places they wish to 
visit makes it seem almost a pris- 
on. If the matter were jilaced 
clearly before the minds of every 
voter in Kentucky the vote in 
fayor of the n(>w movement 
wold be 100 tu 1. 1 hope it will 
be ample and sufficient to adopt 
the amemlnient. I hope that ev- 
erybody will give this matter se- 
rious thought and consnler his 
own situation and the situation 
in every part of the State and 
will take an earnest, active part 
in carrying the amendment, and
